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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2-70 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are allowed 
because they differ only in obvious ways from US patent US006725203B1 by the inventors, 
and an acceptable terminal disclaimer has been filed. 

3. The claims are also allowable because the prior art by another does not teach or suggest 
dynamically receiving an advertisement to be inserted into electronic content and displayed 
on flipping pages. The closest US patent prior art by another is Ferrel et al. 
(US006199082B1 ) in view of Henckel et al. (US005463725A). This applies to all the 
independent claims 2, 8, 11, 12, 14, 15, 49 and 62. 

4. Dynamically receiving would be understood by one of ordinary skill in the art to mean 
receiving an ad just as it was needed for presentation, so as to permit ad targeting, for 
example. Ferrel et al. teaches dynamically receiving an advertisement to be inserted into 
electronic content. 

5. A "flipping page" display would be understood by one of ordinary skill in the art to mean a 
book-like display with facing pages shown and animated to show their progress as they are 
flipped or turned. Henckel et al. teaches a flipping page display. 

6. No prior art was found to teach or suggest adding the flipping page display of Henckel et al. 
to the dynamic modification of electronic content taught by Ferrel et al. 

7. Of some interest is Yoshimune et al. (US006438233B1 ), which teaches a turning page 
display that is somewhat similar to the flipping pages of Henckel et al., with the addition of 
advertising to said display (Fig. 42). Yoshimune et al. also teaches "dynamic images" (col. 
10 line 35), but with a meaning of electronic download on a daily schedule (Fig. 38), not 
delivery just as the material is needed. Yoshimune et al. also teaches only single pages 
turning, not "a plurality of pages simultaneously flipping" as with the instant invention. 

8. The closest non-patent prior art is E-Book Systems and the closest foreign patent prior art is 
JP 0501 1965 A. Both teach flipping pages, but neither teaches nor su^gests dynamic 
insertion of advertising.
